FOREWORD 


In the long course of the Christian era, one hundred and fifty 
years is a comparatively short span of time. But in terms of the 
history of the United States and of the city of Baltimore, it is no 
insignificant thing that for a century and a half, Second Presby- 
terian Church has borne a faithful witness to the Word and Grace 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, and that it comes to a new half century

It is proper, therefore, that as part of our Sesquicentennial cele- 
bration we should call to remembrance the story of this church. 
We count it our good fortune to have in our own congregation 


a novelist, the author of a number of books, who has willingly 
and unselfishly given of her time and talents to the recording 


of this story. We thank Margaret Nichols most heartily for the 
fine service she has thus rendered. 


At the end of the first century a centennial history was prepared 
by the Reverend Thomas Holmes Walker, eleventh pastor of Sec- 
ond Church, who set down in interesting and admirable fashion 
an account of the origin and progress of the church through its 
first one hundred years. That book has long since been out of 
print and comparatively few of our present membership have had 
the opportunity of reading it. Therefore it seemed proper, in 
preparing the present brochure, to devote a part of it to a review 
of the highlights contained in Mr. Walker‘s volume. Mrs. Nichols 
has also had available as an additional resource book, a history of 
Presbyterianism in Baltimore, entitled “Eighty Years” by Dr. Joseph 
T. Smith, fifth pastor of Second Church, which supplemented at 
some points the material in Mr. Walker’s book. Readers of the 
present volume will agree that Mrs. Nichols has been most skillful 
in the retelling of the annals of our first century. 


The most significant aspect of the last fifty years was the removal 
of the church from the heart of the city to Guilford, the construc- 
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tion of its present buildings and the development of its life and 
ministry in north Baltimore. In recounting these years Mrs. Nichols 
has had the benefit of the personal notes of our Pastor Emeritus, 
Dr. Robert Graham Leetch, the recollections of members of the 
congregation as well as the records of the official boards of the 
church. We feel that it is a thrilling story of vision, courage and 
consecration. Any one reading of the growth and achievements of 
Second Church becomes conscious that in it God has been at work, 
guiding, fulfilling, blessing. 


Obviously the limits of this book have necessitated omitting 
many items of interest. No doubt certain matters have not received 
mention which would be regarded by some as more important than 
what has been included. The author has sought to record what 
appeared to be the most significant features of the life and service 
of our church. But the innumerable deeds of love and unsung acts 
of devotion by faithful members of this fellowship have all gone 
into the shaping of this church and are all remembered by our 
Heavenly Father. 


We hope that this remembrance of the past may hearten and en- 
courage our people, and inspire them to deepened devotion to Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church as it faces with confident expectation the 
next half century.

CHAPTER I 


ae the masonry of this proud structure is rather old in 
years in human reckoning, it is happily unlike humans in 
their physical limitations. For the Church is young in ideas, is still 
evolving, and eager for growth and expansion. And like the human 
parent, it is eager also to bequeath to those who come after the 
imperishable, eternal ideals of Jesus Christ. 


Here is a building of bricks and mortar. But what does it mean? 
Assuredly one of the things it means is that a church is more than 
a building. But what is its history? Like a person, it has a story 
and is a story with a beginning, a birth... 


The first steps toward the establishment of the Second Presby- 
terian Church of Baltimore were taken in 1802, and its charter 
members were of the bone and sinew of our first congregation 
which played its part in the times in which our Republic came into 
being. At a meeting of the First Presbyterian Church of Baltimore 
to elect a successor to Dr. Patrick Allison, Dr. John Glendy and 
Dr. James Inglis were the candidates. Dr. Inglis was elected by a 
small majority and the friends of Dr. Glendy resolved to withdraw, 
form a second congregation and invite Dr. Glendy as their minis- 
ter. Such a step had long been contemplated as the growing popu- 
lation of Baltimore indicated the need for another Presbyterian 
Church. On December 4, 1802, a committee formed for the put- 
pose of erecting the Church issued a call for subscriptions, and the 
subscribers were called together December 29, 1802. According to 
the minutes of the Presbytery of Baltimore, Dr. Glendy was received 
into the fellowship of Presbytery on August 9, 1803, and the exist- 
ence of the Second congregation was formally acknowledged. 


Col. John Eager Howard gave a parcel of land to certain persons 
in 1785 to be used by a Second Presbyterian Church. On Novem- 
ber 6, 1804 the ‘Trustees of Second Presbyterian Church appointed 
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a committee to investigate the circumstances and obtain title. The 
location of this property is not known today. 


In the treasurer’s account for the building of Second Church are 
found expenditures of upwards of $35,000 paid out to masons and 
carpenters and dealers in the materials used in its construction. 
This report also shows that in addition to raising money by direct 
subscription, $7,411 was raised by public lottery. ‘The charter was 
recorded November 4, 1804, the corporate title being the “Com- 
mittee of the Second Presbyterian Church, Society or Congregation 
in the City of Baltimore.” 


The ground for the church, situated at the southwest corner of 
Baltimore and Lloyd Streets, was acquired in 1803. The church 
was completed in 1805. It was a substantial structure, plain but 
very commodious, capable of seating 1,100 persons. It fronted 80 
feet on Baltimore Street and 70 feet on Lloyd Street. There were 
no steeples and no bell to call the faithful to service, a remarkable 
omission in those days. It had wide galleries reached by winding 
stairways at either end of the church. 


Though it is not possible to give an accurate roll of the first 
members, one can very nearly approximate them from a list of con- 
tributors to the erection of the church. The list bears the date 1803 
and is as follows:

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The history of John Glendy, to be so interwoven with the be- 
ginnings of Presbyterianism in Baltimore, was already an interest- 
ing and inspiring one. He came to America from the little village 
of Maghera, County Derry, Ireland, where he was pastor of a 
Presbyterian Church. This little village has had a very long history, 
dating back to the Golden Age of Irish civilization when it was 
a place of some importance. From the Sixth to the Twelfth cen- 
turies it was the seat of a bishopric. In the year 1722 there was a 
Protestant population in and around Maghera, partly Presbyterian, 
most of them from Scotland. There is good ground for believing 
that the First Presbyterian Church was formed in Maghera about 
the year 1655. The congregation passed through two severe per- 
secutions, the first under Charles in 1660 and the second in 1789. 


John Glendy was born in Londonberry, Ireland, on June 24, 
1755. He was educated at the University of Glasgow, licensed to 
preach in 1777, and ordained minister of Maghera on December 
26, 1778. His wife was a Miss Cresswell, of Derry. He was an ar- 
dent patriot of the Irish type and was suspected, perhaps justly, of 
complicity with the great Rebellion. After a series of hidings and 
hairbreadth escapes, he sailed for America. Soon after putting to 
sea, however, the passengers and crew were forced to man the 
pumps in order to keep the old ship afloat. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that they made harbor at Norfolk, Virginia, sometime in 
the year 1799. The poor emigrants were in such wretched condi- 
tion that the captain of the vessel compassionately requested Dr. 
Glendy to preach for their benefit in the courthouse of the town, 
for there was no Presbyterian Church in the place. The sermon 
must have been one of marked power, for it was not long before he 
was called to assume the pastoral care of two churches, Staunton 
and Bethel, both in Augusta County, Virginia. While preaching 
there he became acquainted with Thomas Jefferson, then President 
of the United States, who so greatly admired him that he invited 
him to Washington for a visit. His sermon in Washington brought 
him to the notice of the Presbyterians in Baltimore who saw him 
as the worthy successor of the great Dr. Allison. 


Thus with the eloquent, inspired Dr. Glendy as pastor and a 
new building, the Second Presbyterian Church had no struggling 
beginning but at once stepped out upon the field of action, strong 
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and vigorous, well equipped in means and religious conviction 
and courage. 


In 1820 the Sabbath School was organized with thirteen pupils, 
and in 1822 the church was first lighted with lamps. 


Until age began to enfeeble Dr. Glendy’s great powers, he filled 
the church, for he was very popular and a natural orator of lively 
imagination. Though he spoke rapidly, it was with clear enunci- 
ation and his voice was such that he could be heard great distances, 
even in the open air. He was rather short of stature and for want 
of a footstool behind the pulpit, when preaching away from home, 
he took the great pulpit Bible down and placing it on the floor, 
stood upon it and preached his sermon. Being called to account 
for this seeming disrespect to the Word of God by his brethren of 
the Presbytery, Dr. Glendy delivered his defense in an unusually 
grave and solemn manner. He told them that he did not intend 
to show irreverence to the Word of God, that he had stood upon 
the Bible from his earliest years, that it was the basis of all his 
hopes and that thus standing upon the Apostles and Prophets in 
the higher sense, it was not very likely he intended to insult them 
by standing on them in a different sense. 


Presbytery met in November 1829 and after hearing the resolu- 
tions and applications for the dissolution of the pastoral relation 
dissolved the relationship, and the Reverend John Breckenridge, 
who had been installed as the colleague of Dr. Glendy on October 
13, 1826, was declared sole Pastor. John Glendy died in 1832 in 
Philadelphia at the age of 72. His remains were brought to Bal- 
timore and interred by the side of his wife and child near the 
center of the church burying ground which bears his name. 


The land for this burying ground—a lot on the ‘Belle-Aire 
Road,” a “great distance” from the city—was acquired by Second 
Church in 1807. ‘This land was given in 1875 by Second Church 
to the Presbyterian Association for Faith Church, which later 
owned it. Now owned by the Trustees of the Presbytery of Bal- 
timore, the portion thereof remaining, after various street openings, 
is located at Broadway and Gay Streets, where the Knox Church 
is now conducted. 


CHAPTER II 


OHN BRECKINRIDGE was the son of the Honorable John Breckin- 
J ridge of Kentucky, United States Attorney General under 
Thomas Jefferson. His mother was Mary Cabell of Virginia. He 
entered Princeton in 1814 and was graduated with high honors. 
While in Princeton he resolved to devote his life to the ministry, 
and at that time he was the only professing Christian in his family. 
His wife was Miss Margaret Miller of Princeton. 


The congregation of Second Church, during Dr. Glendy’s ex- 
tended period of enforced inactivity because of the infirmities of 
age, had become somewhat demoralized. There were no meetings 
for prayer, and indeed the spiritual life was at a very low ebb. But 
to the great task of rejuvenating the church Mr. Breckinridge gave 
himself completely and succeeded admirably. From November, 
1826, to May, 1828, 103 names were added to the church roll and 
all of the activities of the church were vigorous once more. A 
branch Sabbath School in Market Space was opened. 


A few years later, however, illness forced him to dissolve the pas- 
toral relationship. But the Presbyterian Church has seldom had in 
her ministry a man more consecrated to her service than John 
Breckinridge. To every case which enlisted his sympathies he gave 
himself with selfless ardor. Though having many calls from other 
cities and having had success in other places, he looked upon his 
work in Baltimore as his greatest. Because of him there was diffused 
throughout all the evangelical churches of the city a spiritual power 
they had not known before. 


It was some eighteen months after the resignation and departure 
of John Breckinridge before the congregation enjoyed the regular 
administration of the ordinances under the leadership of their own 
pastor. Nevertheless the congregation had been left in a condi- 
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tion of spiritual zeal and unity which safely bridged the gap and 
even made possible some decided gains in progressive work, the 
most noteworthy being that of the rapid growth of the branch 
Sabbath School on Fell’s Point, almost at the foot of Bond Street. 
This school later became the nucleus of the Broadway Presbyterian 
Church. 


Robert Jefferson Breckinridge, the third pastor and brother of 
John Breckinridge, preached his first sermon in Second Church in 
November, 1832. The strong yet wise and loving hand of this 
exceptional man was soon felt throughout the congregation. In his 
first year 93 members were received on profession of faith. On 
April 23, 1834, there were 368 members on the church roll, the 
high water mark up to that time. 


In January, 1833, the congregation, having been regularly called 
together, decided upon the recommendation of the Session, to elect 
a Board of Deacons. Thus the congregation by ballot elected the 
first Board of Deacons of Second Church: 


Alexander Kerr James Spillman 
Richard J. Cross A. George, Jr. 
J. Harmon Brown James Wilkenson 


A year later extensive improvements to the church were com- 
pleted at a cost of $3,000. Two towers were built on the outside 
of the church to accommodate the stairs leading to the gallery, and 
the additional space provided on the ground floor was filled with 
pews. Gas was introduced for the first time at a cost of $430. 


In January, 1835, it was agreed that the necessary steps should 
be taken to build a parsonage, and that in the meantime the pas- 
tor’s salary should be raised to $2,000 a year and the rent of the 
house. 


In 1841, Dr. Breckinridge was elected Moderator of the General 
Assembly. In 1845 Second Church lost its beloved pastor, when Dr. 
Breckinridge was offered and accepted the Presidency of Jefferson 
College. He became nationally famous, both as a debater and a 
writer. His sermon, “Fidelity in Our Lot,” found a place in a vol- 
ume of sermons entitled, “Pulpit Eloquence of the Nineteenth 
Century,” as an example of the eloquence of the American pulpit.

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Dr. Lewis W. Green was installed by the Presbytery in March, 
1847, but about a year and a half later he communicated to the 
Session his call to become President of Hampden-Sydney College, 
Virginia. 

Dr. Green was regarded as “the foremost preacher of his day” 
and large congregations flocked to hear him. His name came to the 
attention of Baltimoreans over one hundred years later when, in 
the Presidential campaign of 1952 Governor Adlai Stevenson of 
Illinois, the Democratic candidate for President, stated in a speech 
in Baltimore that his great-grandfather had been pastor of a Pres- 
byterian church in this city. The ancestor to whom he referred 
was Dr. Green. 


Although the history of a church is necessarily a history of its 
pastors, there are outstanding laymen. Among them in Second 
Church was General William McDonald, for from the organiza- 
tion of the church until his death in 1845 at the age of 86, General 
McDonald faithfully served his church. A wealthy merchant, civic 
leader, elder and trustee, he was prominent in the life of Second 
Church. As a contributor for the building, for repairs, for the par- 
sonage, for the poor, his ‘‘name led all the rest.” 


As an officer in the American Army, General McDonald fought 
in the Battle of Guilford Court House, and when he acquired the 
estate where he lived for many years—and where Second Church 
is now located—he named it “Guilford” in honor of the Battle. 


In 1848 the Reverend Joseph T. Smith was unanimously elected 
pastor. hen the repairing and remodeling of the church came 
under consideration. It was found, however, that the necessary 
changes would involve a cost of $7,000 but, with a slight increase 
of expenditure, an entirely new building could be erected with 
modern improvements which would give greater convenience to 
both pastor and people. It was estimated that the new building 
would cost $16,000. 


The arguments of the Board of Trustees were convincing; that 
the building was antiquated and hard to preach in, that any re- 
pairs would result in a patchwork job at best, and the cost would 
closely approximate that of a new building, that there was so high 
a price put upon pews the Board found it difficult to rent them, 
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while in the new church there would be an increased number of 
pews for which a lower rental could be asked, hence a greater num- 
ber rented, increasing the revenue of the church. 


And so it was with genuine grief that many of the old members 
saw the destruction of the building which to them was almost an 
object of veneration, for around it clustered all the hallowed as- 
sociations of the early history of the church, and there still lingered 
for them within her historic walls the fragrance of the presence 
and the harmonies of the voices of her great and eloquent 
preachers. 


CHAPTER III 


“| (aes new church of the Second Presbyterian congregation was 
opened for Divine Service on January 11, 1852. Large acces- 
sions within the next few years amply justified the congregation 
in their undertaking of a new house of worship. In the midst of 
the planning of the new building, a mission school was founded 
in 1851 near the penitentiary and Breckinridge Chapel was built. 
Dr. Smith announced his resignation as pastor on November 15, 
1860, to accept a call to be Professor of Church Government in 
Danville Seminary, Kentucky. Two years later, however, he re- 
turned to Baltimore to become a pastor of Central Church where 
he labored for thirty years, resigning in 1893 at the age of 75. Dur- 
ing his pastorate at Central Church, he was elected Moderator of 
the General Assembly. 


Soon after Dr. Smith left the pastorate of Second Church, the 
nation was plunged into Civil War. Those were dark days for the 
Presbyterian Church in Baltimore. Sympathizers with both sides 
were to be found in the congregation. The forward movement of 
the church was arrested, and each congregation found itself in a 
deadlock of mutual suspicion and alienation and strife. It was just 
before the war broke out that the Reverend George P. Hays was 
installed as pastor. 


Too high a tribute cannot be paid to this “war pastor” of Second 
Church. Faith there was and hope and love in him abounding, 
and the pastor and the people were knit together for one of the 
best periods in the history of Second Church during one of the 
very worst and most distracting periods in the history of our coun- 
try. 


In 1868 the congregation was called together for the purpose of 
calling a pastor to succeed Dr. Hays. The Reverend Jonathan 
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Edwards, a relative and namesake of the distinguished Jonathan 
Edwards of Massachusetts, accepted the call at a salary of $2,500 
and the parsonage. ‘The membership of the church when Dr. Ed- 
wards assumed the pastorate was 279 and the number of Sabbath 
School scholars was 450. 


In 1871 Dr. Edwards left the pastorate of Second Church. In 1872 
the Reverend Robert H. Fulton was installed. The year 1879 was 
marked by the accession of 58 members on profession of their faith 
in Jesus Christ, making a total number of communicants that year 
347, with 559 in the Sabbath School. The year 1881 saw the pass- 
ing of the old pulpit and the erection of a new one. On September 
26, 1881, the congregation united with the Aisquith Street Church 
and engaged in solemn services for our assassinated President, Gen- 
eral James A. Garfield. 


In 1883 Mr. Fulton accepted a call to Philadelphia. In 1884 the 
Reverend Henry C. Minton was unanimously elected pastor, but 
due to poor health he was forced to withdraw from the position 
as pastor-elect. Mr. Minton later was elected Moderator of the 
General Assembly. 


In 1885 the Reverend Alexander Proudfit was elected to be pas- 
tor at a salary of $2,400. After completing his theological course 
at Princeton, Mr. Proudfit proceeded immediately to the war and 
received from President Lincoln an appointment as chaplain in the 
hospital service of the regular army. 


One of the organizations of the church which had its beginning 
at this time was the Young People’s Society of Christian Endeavor. 
On the second Sabbath after his installation Dr. Proudfit preached 
on the subject of “Finding and Bringing,” (Jno. 1:41, 43) and in- 
vited the young people to meet him in the chapel at the close of 
the service. Fifty-two persons responded and resolved to organize 
a Christian Endeavor Society. This was the first Christian En- 
deavor Society organized in the State of Maryland. 


The “Dorcas Committee” maintained a flourishing sewing school 
on Saturday afternoon, and the “Willing Hearts,” a missionary 
circle, was organized among the young ladies of the church by Mrs. 
Proudfit. In 1886 some children, under twelve years of age, catch-

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ing the spirit of organization, formed their own mission band and 
honored their pastor by calling themselves the ‘““Alexander Proudfit 
Mission Band.” 


The year 1892 saw financial stress throughout the country, and 
the church naturally felt the stringency in her diminished resources. 
Yet these expenses were incurred: the organ was brought down 
from the gallery and given a place in the southeast corner at a 
cost of $502, and by the widening of Baltimore Street the church 
was compelled to spend $366. Yet despite these things the church 
could show a clean balance sheet at the end of the year, and a 
small surplus in the Treasury. 


The congregation was shocked and grieved when Dr. Proudfit 
resigned in order to work in a more benign climate. But the peo- 
ple of Second Church saw under his ministrations the splendid 
foundations laid of a spiritually minded and scripturally inclined 
people. The people of today are still building upon that founda- 
tion. 


Robert Howard Taylor, who was just completing his course in 
the Princeton Theological Seminary, accepted the call of Second 
Church and was installed pastor in June, 1894. 


The following year closed without debt. That same year the 
Session adopted the new Hymnal of the Presbyterian Church and 
the Responsive Reading of the Psalms as a part of public worship. 


In February, 1897, the congregation was delighted to look into 
the face of another Maghera man, for the pastor invited the Rev- 
erend William Hall to occupy the pulpit for two Sabbaths. It was 
a far look back to the colorful Dr. Glendy. 


At the beginning of the 20th century the Reverend Robert How- 
ard Taylor was still pastor. He left on March 17, 1901, and was 
succeeded by the Reverend Thomas Holmes Walker, who was in- 
stalled October 4, 1901. Mr. Walker served until 1906 and was 
the author of the Centennial History entitled “One Hundred 
Years.” Startling innovations occurred during his pastorate: ‘The 
Session voted on May 18, 1905, to adopt the individual communion 
service and requested the Pastor’s Aid Society to provide the pastor 
with a ministerial gown for use in the pulpit. —The new communion 
service was used for the first time on October 8. 


26 ONE HUNDRED FIFTY YEARS 


Mr. Walker wrote in his “One Hundred Years,’— 


“In all our preparations to celebrate in a fitting manner the com- 
pletion of one hundred years of history, there is a hearty desire to 
learn of the past, not for the sake of the past, nor for the sake of 
the present, but for the future. We recognize that our congregation 
has a life and a character, with all the functions and powers of an 
organism, that we by our faithfulness or unfaithfulness today shall 
usher this life, weak or strong, into the opportunities of tomorrow. 


“Hence we live not for ourselves but for generations to come, 
for those who need us and for Christ ‘who loved us and gave 
Himself for us.’ We have ever been and must ever be ready to give 
our best in the establishment of Christ’s Kingdom. Propagation 
is the law of the Kingdom. Selfism kills. History may be only his- 
tory, or it may be more. If ‘our story’ of the already long life of our 
congregation is “His story,’ then it is prophecy and promise. ‘The 
Son of Man who walked with our fathers shall to the generations 
to come declare His mercy and His grace and He will use us in 
doing it. 


“Here on earth in the Church of God our names are written. 
May they be written as certainly in the Lamb’s Book of Life.” 


CHAPTER IV 


ay HE second man to become pastor of Second Church in the 
20th century was the Reverend George M. Hickman, at a 
salary of $1,800 a year. He was called on February 7, 1906, from 
Bradford, Pa., in the Presbytery of Erie. He served until June 15, 
1910, when he resigned to accept a call to the church at Homested. 
Only one member of that pulpit committee to nominate a new pas- 
tor is now a member of Second Church. She is Miss Margaret N. 
Janney. 


The Reverend Edward Niles was called on October 22, 1911, and 
was installed on December 15 of that year. Among those taking 
part in the installation service was Dr. J. Ross Stevenson, Pastor 
of Brown Memorial Church and later President of Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary. 


Mr. Niles is warmly remembered by those who knew him as an 
unusually devoted and effective pastor. His parishioners were gen- 
uinely attached to him and one of them, who was both a deacon 
and a trustee during his ministry, reports “that he had about him 
a radiance that did not fail even in the time of sorrow and family 
loss.” 


The white room in the basement was set aside in 1917 as a read- 
ing and rest room for men in uniform, and the Deacons and Boy 
Scouts were constituted a Reception Committee. 


Again the country was at war and the names of those in the serv: 
ice of their country were:

One of these, Carl A. Brandt, died of wounds received in action 
in France and lies buried in the American cemetery at Lytell Voiges. 


During Mr. Hickman’s pastorate the Church acquired a manse 
in the 1200 block of North Caroline Street. This was sold during 
the pastorate of Mr. Niles, and a manse was purchased at 2522 
North Charles Street, which continued to serve as the minister’s 
home until the present manse was built. 


Mr. Niles resigned November 19, 1922, to accept a call to the 
Reformed Dutch Church of Newtown, Elmhurst, Queens, New 
York, 


Again no history of Second Church would be complete without 
the recognition of another great layman who served the church for 
fifty years. Robert H. Smith, who was Superintendent of the Sun- 
day School for 48 years, until his death in 1918 after a long illness, 
was conspicuous in the life of Second Church during the three 
closing decades of the Nineteenth Century and the first decade of 
the Twentieth. A prominent attorney, a leader in the civic and 
political life of Baltimore, President at one time of the Trustees 
of McDonogh School, Robert H. Smith was also an elder and trus- 
tee of Second Church. It is for his work as Superintendent of the 
Sunday School, however, that he is best known, for during those 
years the membership of the Sunday School far exceeded the mem- 
bership of the church. In 1904 it was 899. Mr. Smith’s cheerful 
greeting on Sunday morning to the members of the Sunday School 
and his personal interest in them won him their deep affection. 
To the many children who grew into manhood and womanhood 
under his guidance, Mr. Smith was “Second Church.” 


Another layman long in the service of Second Church was John 
Abercrombie, who served as secretary of the Board of Trustees for 
39 years (1889-1928), and as Clerk of Session for 26 years, (1893- 
1929 )i 
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CHAPTER V 


Ko some years during the pastorate of Mr. Niles it had become 
increasingly apparent that the neighborhood in which Sec- 
ond Church was located was changing its character so that there 
was a serious question as to how long the Church could continue 
its ministry at its location at Baltimore and Lloyd Streets. The 
majority of its members had moved to new residential districts to 
the north, and consequently there was a constant decline both in 
the membership of the church and the Sabbath School. In 1904 
the Sabbath School enrollment was 899. By 1923 it had dropped 
to 150, and the membership of the church had declined to 360. 
Furthermore, a reading of the trustees’ minutes discloses the fact 
that the property was deteriorating and that extensive repairs 
would be required to insure its future usefulness. 


There had been considerable discussion of the advisability of 
re-locating elsewhere. Finally on April 15, 1923, the trustees 
adopted a resolution recommending the purchase of property in 
Guilford at Overhill and Rugby Roads. The Roland Park Com- 
pany advised against this location, and this action was changed at 
a congregational meeting on April 22 to a recommendation that 
a site be purchased “near the intersection of Charles Street Avenue 
and St. Paul Street.” 


It was to this task of leading the church to its new location and 
through the long ordeal of a building program that the Reverend 
Robert Graham Leetch was called on April 22, 1923. A native of 
Washington, D. C., a graduate of Lafayette College and the Prince- 
ton Seminary, he had served two previous pastorates, both of them 
at community churches. The first was at Far Rockaway, New York, 
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and the second at Derby, a suburb of Buffalo, New York. At Far 
Rockaway he directed the building of a new church, and so the 
task awaiting him in Baltimore was not a new one. He was in- 
stalled on October 12, 1923, and it was a source of great satisfac- 
tion to him that his seminary classmate, Dr. Stuart Nye Hutchison, 
pastor of East Liberty Presbyterian Church of Pittsburgh, was pres- 
ent to preach the sermon. The charge to the people was given by 
Dr. George A. Hulbert, minister of Brown Memorial Church. The 
order of worship for his installation contained a picture of old 
Second Church on the front and on the back the architect’s plan 
of the new church. 


The question of moving to a new location of necessity raised the 
further question of how many members could be counted upon to 
make the change. Although the membership was 294, only 127 
could reasonably be counted upon to make the move. Though 
feeble in numbers, here was a people who devotedly loved their 
church and who had such faith in God as to be convinced that He 
still had great work for their church to do. This little group was 
determined under God to go forward, and they were willing to 
work long and hard and at a great sacrifice to themselves to carry 
on the work they believed God had for this church. 


There were, however, mixed feelings at the proposal to move 
old Second Church to the Guilford section. Many honestly thought 
the move to be a most unwise one. Even within the little group 
of loyal members there was strong but honest objection. It was 
gravely doubted that the people in Guilford would receive the 
church favorably. One member suggested that in order to test the 
sentiment of the community services be held in the summer, per- 
haps in a tent. 


One day a former member of the church called on Dr. Leetch. 
“I understand,” he said, “that you are proposing to move old 
Second Church from East Baltimore to Guilford.” When Dr. 
Leetch assured him that this was so, the man cried vehemently, 
“Well, I am here to tell you that it just can’t be done.” Later this 
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same man and his wife gave $10,000 to pay for the pews and 
chancel seats in the new church. 


Some of the loyal members expressed serious doubts as to the 
wisdom of building so large a church. Certainly time has answered 
that. 


Within the Presbytery also there was by no means a unanimous 
feeling with regard to the moving of Second Church to a new site. 
One eminent Presbyterian pastor remarked that Second Church 
had reached the end of her usefulness and “was headed for the 
scrapheap.” 


Prior to the move to Guilford the Session employed a visitor to 
make a house to house canvass of the community to ascertain, 
as far as possible, the feeling of the people. The general feeling 
was favorable. 


With this same purpose in mind Dr. Leetch made a number of 
calls. While he found considerable friendliness toward the church, 
there was also strong opposition. Some believed that the coming 
of a church in the community would destroy property values. One 
man went so far as to sell his property because, “I can’t stand liv- 
ing so near to a church.” 


But the property was purchased for $57,000. (The old Second 
Church was sold for $45,000.) The trustees then decided to pro- 
ceed with the erection of the church house and the tower. ‘The 
firm of Palmer and Lamdin were engaged as architects. 


The contract for the first unit was for $131,000. ‘Though it 1s 
difficult to determine the exact cost of the new building, it appears 
that the total cost of the land and buildings amounted to at least 
$425,000. (In 1931 Mr. J. H. Beatson stated to the trustees that the 
value of the property was between $500,000 and $600,000.) ‘To 
finance this undertaking a $200,000 mortage was taken with the 
Hopkins Place Savings Bank, $50,000 was borrowed from the First 
National Bank, and there was a bond sale of $64,700. 
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On December 11, 1924, ground was broken for the first unit 
of the buildings, the church house and tower. ‘To mark the occa- 
sion as one for thanksgiving and the re-dedication of themselves 
and the church to God’s service in Christ Jesus, a brief service was 
held on the grounds conducted by Dr. Leetch and assisted by the 
Reverend John W. Douglass, D. D., pastor of Roland Park Presby- 
terian Church. The first spade of sod was turned by Mr. Dwight 
Mallory, a former trustee of Second Church. 


A little less than a year later the annual congregational meet- 
ing was held in the new church house. Meanwhile services were 
held each Sunday in the Homewood Friends Meeting House. Sixty 
persons joined the Sunday School at the first service. 


The completed church house and tower were dedicated to God 
at a public service on Sunday, December 6, 1925. 


Soon with the increase of membership was felt the pressing need 
for larger quarters: ‘The erection of the church and the manse. 
The following building committee was appointed by the congre- 
gation:

Ground was broken for the new church and manse on April 
26, 1929. ‘The manse was completed and occupied on December 1, 
1929. 


The new church was dedicated to the glory of God and to the 
service of our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ, on Sunday, October 
26, 1930. ‘The congregation at this service filled the church audi- 
torium to overflowing. The following ministers assisted in this 
service of dedication: The Reverend William S. Hess, D. D., Mod- 
erator of the Presbytery of Baltimore and pastor of the Presby- 
terian Church of Hagerstown, Maryland; the Reverend A. Brown 
Caldwell, Stated Clerk of the Presbytery of Baltimore and pastor 
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of the Walbrook Presbyterian Church; the Reverend Hugh L. 
Hodge, D. D., pastor of the First Presbyterian Church of Balti- 
more; and the Reverend John W. Douglass, D. D., pastor of the 
Roland Park Presbyterian Church of Baltimore. 


The organist for the service was Mr. Edmund S. Ender, organist 
of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church of Baltimore. It was Mr. Ender 
who prepared the specifications for the new organ which was built 
by the Skinner Organ Company. 


At this service the following memorial gifts were announced with

No account of the development of Second Church wouid be 
worthwhile that failed to note the great contribution made both . 
personally and financially by Dr. J. W. Westcott. He was made a 
trustee before he became a member, being elected to that board 
April 29, 1926. On December 5, 1926, he joined the church, bring- 
ing his letter from the Presbyterian Church of Perrysburg, Ohio. 
Mrs. Westcott brought her membership from the University Bap- 
tist Church of this city. On May 25, 1930, Dr. Westcott was elected 
an elder, and he served both as a trustee and elder until he died 
in the summer of 1941. It is impossible to state accurately how 
much he gave to the church. One reads in the trustees’ minutes of 
his making a loan of one or two or more thousand dollars to pay the 
interest due at the bank on a $50,000 note. Ultimately he made all 
the principal payments on this note. It is safe to say that without 
his generous assistance the church would never have survived the 
first decade in its new location, where with a still small number of 
members it was having to pay the interest and try to amortize a 
building indebtedness amounting to more than $300,000. A quiet 
gentleman, highly respected, he gave strength to the church by his 
wise counsel and faithful service and liberality. His death in 1941 
was a great loss. ‘To honor Dr. Westcott, the Trustees in May, 
1945 designated the large room on the first floor of the Church 
House as the Westcott Room. 


An especially important contribution to the development of 
Second Church after it moved to Guilford was made by Miss 
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Martha Parsons who was appointed by the Session as Director 
of Youth Work in 1926 and who continued in that capacity until 
June, 1937, when she left to become principal of the lower school 
at Friends School. 


Miss Parsons helped to re-organize the Sunday School with its 
new teachers and pupils, secured the best curriculum materials 
available and provided leadership for the various departments of 
the school. A Junior Church School was established during the 
church hour; youth groups were formed in which parents assisted. 
Later Miss Parsons created a nursery and day school which was so 
successful that she was called to Friends School. The children and 
young people were greatly attached to her and gave her whole- 
hearted support not only in the work of the church school but 
also in the drama groups and special programs that were given. 
Miss Parsons pays tribute to the great assistance of Mr. William 
R. Flowers, Assistant Superintendent of Public Schools in Balti- 
more, who helped in the education standard of the new school. 


The Christian flag in the church sanctuary was presented June 
11, 1944 in grateful recognition of the work of Miss Parsons, by the 
the young people who had been children in the Church School 
while Miss Parsons was Director of Youth Work. 


There are indeed many who stand out because of their untiring 
allegiance. Among them was William J. Roth, a member of the 
church for more than fifty years, who served 26 years as a trustee. 
He died October 7, 1929 and the electronic carillon was given by 
his sister, Miss Annie E. Roth, in his memory. 


Another whose memory is cherished was Mr. A. Walter Kraus 
who served as Clerk of the Session from January 31, 1929, until 
his death on April 8, 1944. 


There are now living three especially to be noted: Frederick O. 
Scherf, dean of the Elders; William R. Pohler, an Elder long in 
service; and Harry E. Silverwood who has been Clerk of Session 
ptec April 26,01944. 
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From the very beginning of the work in Guilford, God raised 
up new members who gave unstintingly of their fidelity to their 
church. A most helpful feature of the work at this time was the 
community supper which the women provided each ‘Thursday 
night (Maid’s night out) in the church house except in the sum- 
mer months. Loyal women did the very hard work entailed by 
these suppers and did it uncomplainingly in the spirit of love. 
Through these suppers and other enterprises the women raised 
several thousand dollars to pay for the kitchen equipment, the 
furnishing of the social room (now the Westcott Room) and the 
sunparlor in the manse. These suppers were held for a period of 
several years and proved to be a delightful and useful fellowship 
with our neighbors who patronized them regularly. 


In 1943 Dr. Leetch, this God-sent man who saw his dream of a 
splendid new church a realized fact, retired and was made Pastor 
Emeritus. 





The Pulpit 
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PAUL CHRISTOPHER WARREN, Th. D. 
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CHAPTER VI 


A the time for Dr. Leetch’s retirement neared, a proposal was 
made that Roland Park and Second Church congregations unite 
to form a new church, and that Dr. Peter Marshall of the New 
York Avenue Church, Washington, D. C. be called as pastor. Dr. 
Marshall had preached here at Union Lenten services and had 
made a profound impression upon the community, drawing large 
congregations. While this plan did not materialize, Dr. Marshall 
continued to visit Second Church and preached the sermon at 
the installation of Dr. Leetch’s successor. 


A committee of eleven was appointed to seek a new pastor. 
Although several men were considered, no one was called by ac- 
tion of the congregation. The name of Paul Christopher Warren 
was submitted by members of the congregation who had heard 
him as the Bible lecturer at the Synod Conference at Hood College. 
Because he had not sought this pulpit, but rather because the 
church had sought him and because he felt that the call of God 
was in the call of the committee, Dr. Warren accepted the invita- 
tion to become fifteenth pastor of this church. He came believing 
that Second Church offered one of the finest opportunities along 
the Eastern seaboard for expansion and for service to the com- 
munity and city. The record of the past ten years justified that 
conviction. 


It was his great joy to have his former colleague, Dr. A. Edwin 
Keigwin, participate in his installation service, giving the charge 
to the pastor. Once again a minister of Brown Memorial Church 
gave the charge to the people, its pastor, Dr. T. Guthrie Speers, 
having served as Moderator of the Session during the interim be- 
tween pastors. Thus Dr. Warren was installed as pastor on Decem- 
ber 2, 1943. He came to Baltimore from New York City where he 
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had been Associate Minister of the West End Presbyterian Church, 
one of the largest churches in that city. 


Dr. Warren was born in Colorado, but he was brought up in 
western New York. He took his preparatory school work at Ches- 
brough Academy, was graduated from the Buffalo State College 
for Teachers and McPherson College in Kansas. He took graduate 
studies at the University of Washington and spent five years 
teaching, two years as principal of a high school in northern New 
York and three as Professor of English in a western college. 


He then settled a problem with which he had been struggling 
for years; he decided to enter the ministry. And so with his bride, 
Dorothy, he went to New York to undertake his theological work. 
He was graduated from Biblical Seminary in New York in 1926 
and in 1929 received the degree of Doctor of Theology from the 
University of the State of New York, his graduate studies having 
included courses at Columbia University and the Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 


During the 17 years of his pastorate at West End Presbyterian 
Church, Dr. Warren was also Professor of English Bible in the 
Biblical Seminary in New York and in 1938 he was Moderator of 
the Synod of New York. He has been three times an exchange 
preacher in Great Britain, occupying among other churches the 
pulpits of Glasgow Cathedral in the Church of Scotland, Ports- 
mouth Cathedral, Carrs Lane Church in Birmingham and the 
American Church in Paris. In 1936 he was Assistant Director of an 
International Christian Youth Conference in Oslo, Norway. 


Very active in national Presbyterian affairs, Dr. Warren served 
on a committee of the General Assembly which worked out the 
organization of the National Commission on Evangelism and was 
chairman of the committee which prepared the denominational 
program entitled, “The Mission to Teachers’ which later was 
adopted by the Federal Council of Churches. Since 1942 he has 
been a member of the National Commission on Evangelism and 
since 1945 has been a member of the Board of Foreign Missions, 
serving for several years as chairman of its Home Base Committee. 
In 1949 he was sent by the Board of Foreign Missions to the Philip- 
pines and Thailand to conduct institutes on evangelism among na- 
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tional pastors and workers. He is currently Moderator of the Pres- 
bytery of Baltimore and President of the Council of Churches and 
Christian Education of Maryland and Delaware. He has been five 
times a commissioner to the General Assembly and has spoken fre- 
quently at ministers’ retreats, conferences on evangelism, leadership 
training schools through the United States. 


When Dr. Warren began his pastorate at Second Church, it 
numbered less than 600 members with 150 on the Sunday School 
roll. The church was handicapped by its building indebtedness—a 
first mortgage of $195,000 and second mortgage bonds in the amount 
of $30,000. For many years it was known as “the church with a 
debt.” But the officers of the church indicated their readiness to 
undertake the necessary financing if the pastor would provide a 
program for the enlargement of the ministry and the work of the 
church. 


Dr. Warren felt that basic to the growth of the church was a well 
planned and expertly led ministry to children and youth. ‘There 
was a high school youth group numbering about a dozen in the 
autumn of 1943. Within a few weeks a Junior High Westminster 
Fellowship was organized by Mrs. Warren which grew rapidly, and 
there was a similar increase in the Senior Fellowship. 


But once again the nation was at war, and those at Second 
Church who served in the service of their country were:

At the close of World War II a Sunday Evening Fellowship for 
college and post-college students was organized. Beginning with 
22 members, it soon had 40. The emphasis on these three young 
peoples’ groups was on well planned programs of worship, study 
and fellowship, and it was not unusual to have at times more 
than 200 young people in attendance on a Sunday evening. This 
outstanding program served not only Second Church but also 
strengthened the youth work of the surrounding churches. Leaders 
from many denominations came to observe and afterward to 
strengthen their own program. | 


Second Church was the first church in this Presbytery to adopt 
the Youth Budget Plan in February 1944 for youth giving. 
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Also in 1944 Mrs. Winston P. Gwathmey became a member of the 
staff with special responsibility in Christian Education, and under 
her leadership the organization and development of the Church 
School was carried forward so that it has grown to a present member- 
ship of over 450. She has been Counsellor to the Senior Westminster 
Fellowship which has achieved distinction throughout the city and 
Presbytery both for its programs and numbers. Her leadership in 
Christian Education has been recognized not only in Presbytery 
and Synod but also by the Board of Christian Education which 
requested her services as a summer teacher at the College of 
Wooster, Ursinus College and twice at Lafayette College. 


During the past ten years more than 1,100 members have been 
received into the church. New organizations have greatly strength- 
ened the life of the church, and one of these, the 20-40 Club, is 
composed of young married couples between twenty and forty 
years of age. Since its inception in 1947, it has been an active group 
of around one hundred couples, providing social fellowship for 
young parents. In 1951 the Second Church Chapter of the National 
Council of Presbyterian Men was formed to provide fellowship for 
the men, to undergird the life of the church and to motivate the 
unique wealth of manpower to be found in its membership. The 
Women’s Association, which has always played a vigorous and 
vital part in the life of the church, has increased with three new 
groups and greatly enlarged the extent of its program. It would 
indeed be difficult to estimate the help rendered by the women of 
the congregation who have given so willingly of their time and 
strength and abilities and on whom the trustees have counted 
heavily for their financial contributions. 


This decade also marked enormous accomplishment in matters 
of finance. In 1944 the church reported annual receipts of $24,000. 
It had a building indebtedness of $230,000. In 1952 the report 
to the General Assembly stated that over $120,000 had been con- 
tributed during the year. Beginning with 1945 increased contri- 
butions enabled the trustees to reduce the first mortgage so that 
by 1949 the total indebtedness was $121,500.00. 


Here and there in the congregation were those intrepid souls 
who felt that with the church’s 150th anniversary approaching in 
1953, a last Herculean effort should be made to eradicate the 
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twenty year old debt. This movement gathered momentum until 
a committee was formed under the chairmanship of Mr. J. Theo- 
dore Wolfe, with Albert F. Goetze, Charles N. Hunt, Walter G. 
Lohr, Mrs. Kenneth C. Miller, Charles E. Mitchell, August F. Stone, 
and Harry H. Tillman as members. It was known as the Sesqui- 
Centennial Fund Committee and its task was to undertake the 
liquidation of the remainder of this indebtedness by 1953 as part 
of the Sesqui-Centennial celebration of the church. 


It was a stirring day in the life of Second Church when on De- 
cember 14, 1952, the first mortgage of $200,000 was burned with 
appropriate ceremonies in the chancel during the morning service. 
The five people participating in this dramatic event were: Dr. 
Warren, whose ministry and unflagging zeal inspired the congrega- 
tion to undertake and erase their long-standing debt in the short 
space of nine years; Dr. Leetch, Pastor Emeritus, during who minis- 
try this beautiful church was erected; Mr. J. Theodore Wolfe, 
whose firm faith and wise planning carried the Sesqui-Centennial 
Fund to its successful conclusion and who represented a host of 
loyal members of the congregation whose love and sacrifice had 
made possible this high moment; Mr. Charles N. Hunt, the never 
disheartened and devoted Church Treasurer during thirteen diffi- 
cult financial years, and Mrs. Kenneth C. Miller, twice President of 
the Women’s Association, representing the constantly loyal and 
industrious women of the congregation. 


Another date to be remembered in the long history of Second 
Church is February 25, 1953, for on this day the last of the second 
mortgage bonds was redeemed, and for the first time since the 
present structure was built, the church was entirely debt free. 


Yet, this state of affairs was not to last long; the church member- 
ship had doubled in nine years, and the Church School had grown 
from 150 to 450. Consequently although every foot of space was 
utilized, the religious education facilities were woefully inadequate. 
(Original plans had called for a religious education building to be 
erected on the Stratford Road side of the church property, but 
following the depression of 1929 any hopes for such a project were 
necessarily postponed.) Classes were held in the manse basement, 
the minister’s study in the church tower, and even in the church 
office. 
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Thus with the long-standing debt paid, it was time to consider 
the problem of expansion, and the winter of 1952-53 was one of 
many committee meetings, thought and discussion. Several plans 
were considered. One was to use the manse for a religous education 
building and to purchase another house in the neighborhood as 
a manse. Another plan was to add a wing to the present church 
house. Yet the officers and committee members hesitated to plunge 
the church again into a costly building program. It was Mrs. 
Gwathmey who suggested the solution, and the congregation voted 
to remodel the entire church house on the inside and furnish and 
equip it with the needs of the Church School in mind. ‘The church 
sanctuary has been redecorated for the first time since it was built. 
All this was done during the summer months of 1953, to be ready 
for this Sesqui-Centennial. 


During the summer of 1953, the Session, upon the recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Warren, completed arrangements for the employment 
of the Reverend James F. Lundquist as Assistant Pastor, to render 
service needed in the present large congregation and in the numer- 
ous areas of activity in which the Church is now engaged. 


So ends a century and a half of this church with its birth, its 
fine, dedicated pastors, its devoted people, both great and humble. 
And yet this history of Second Church does not end on a note of 
finality. For it is immortal. As Christ lives forever, so does His 
church through His people and by their example to their children 
and their children’s children and forward, ever forward in the 
infinite stream of time and life.....
